The only 
testimony agninat Mr. Booth was, that he had 
been active in calling ft public meeting, for the 
purpose of n genenil consultation upon tho 
case. But still he was bound over, as wns to 
have been expected, for if this had not been 
done, the Commissioner would hav« received 
only five dollars, whereas, he will now receive 
ten, for his trouble; at least such is tho law 
wliere an alledqed fugitive is taken before that 
officer, and it aught to be the same where a 
white man is the victim. The cnse will prnb- 
ably, after putting a few thousand dollartt into 
the pockets of the lawyers, and the official 
slavo-hnnters, end in smoke. Mr. Booth will 
cither never be brought to trial, or acquitted, 
if he BhoiiM be. There will be no convictionr 
North, for ulledgcd violation* of tho Fugitive 
Slave Law, while the South give such «vlden 
ces of bad tnitli, as tliey have upon the Miseou 
ri Compromise. Whon they exhibit a deter 
mination to stand to their bargain, the North 
may permit the compromise of 1850 to be car 
ried out, nnd not before.—Detroit Tribune.
